LEI— A truck loaded with six and 
one-half tons of explosives blew up with shattering force 
here early today. At least nine persons were killed. 


Buildings were smashed and a raging fire spread 
over the downtown area in this city of 12,200. 


In the truck were two tons of dynamite and four-and- 
one-half tons of ammonium nitrate, a fertilizer with ex ­ 
plosive nature that caused the Texas City, Tex., disaster 
a number of years ago. 


The blast came soon after fire was discovered in a 
building beside which the truck was parked, three blocks 
from the center of the business district.

Sewage Not 
Causing Odor 


Corte 
Madera’s 
high-level 
canal has not been deodorized

President Harold A. Snyder 
of the Corte Madera Sanitary 
District Board said a study by 
William A. Adam, district man­ 
ager, indicated sewage was not 
the cause of the odor. 
‘TOWN RESPONSIBILITY* 
Elimination of the smell, ho 
said, would therefore appear to 
be the responsibility 
of the 
town, which owns the canal. 
Adam was instructed by Sny­ 
der this week to deodorfze a 
section of the canal with “an 
accepted chemical.” But Sny­ 
der said today that after mak­ 
ing an on-the-spot check, Adam 
told him the odor emanated 
from 
“accumulated 
sludge 
which goes all the way up the 
canal.” 
‘SEE FOR SELVES’ 
He said town officials will 
be invited to “see for them­ 
selves that the odor is the re­ 
sult of accumulated sludge.” 
Town Manager 
Arthur If. 
Brandow said he has not de­ 
tected the odor complained of, 
“but if there is an odor-pro­ 
ducing sludge, I can’t under­ 
stand how it could be the re­ 
sult of anything but sewage.” 
Brandow, who is a graduate 
sanitary engineer, was asked by 
the town council this week to 
investigate the situation and 
report back next month with 
a recommendation.

Freeways O f Future 


Wil! Be Eight-Laners 


By I* AI L FINCH 


SACRAMENTO 7F — F r e e ­ 
ways of the future will be most­ 
ly eight lanes, with even fewer 
places to get off and on than 
today. 


But mainly the Division of 
Highways feels it’s postwar mis­ 
takes— based on woeful under­ 
estimates of future traffic de­ 
mands— have been corrected in 
freeways now under construe- j 
tion. 
Nearly all freeway routes are 
supplied with enough right of 
way for eventual eight-lane ex­ 
pansion. Widening on parts of 
the Pasadena, Santa Ana, Oak­ 
land's Nimitz Eastshore free­ 
ways 
is 
blocked 
by terrain, 
right of way costs, and struc­ 
tures put up since construc­ 
tion. 
Modern freeways, say the 
officials, will never lose their 
maximum potential of 200,- 
000 cars because of access 
and roadside business restric­ 
tions. But more freeways will 
he needed to relio c eventual 
congestion. 
State freeway mileage now 
totals 683, plus another 838 in 
expressway. 
Cnder construc­ 
tion Another 208 miles of free 
wav and 28 miles of express, 
way, all part of the 4.900 miles 
now declared as freeway route 
Actually state highway mile­ 
age hasn't grown much during 
the last 10 years— from 13,734 
to 13.892— because few projects 
are 
built over entirely new 
routes. And replaced highways 
are turned over to the counties.

Telephone service started in 
San Rafael with a cemetery at 
one end of the line and San 
Francisco at the other. 


That was in 1879, an opera­ 
tion contracted by a Western 
Union operator named Beach. 
He put Mount Tamalpais Cem­ 
etery on West Fifth avenue into 
living communication with the 
peninsula tip via an underwater 
telegraph 
cable 
across 
the 
Golden Gate. 


In that same year private 
lines wore set up to connect 
Thompson’s Drug Store in the 
Gordon block with various doc­ 
tors’ offices in San Rafael. 


Five years later and 10 years 
after San Rafael incorporated, 
the first official exchange was 
set up— just 
eight years re­ 
moved from Alexander Graham 
Bell’s 
first 
working 
experi­ 
ment. 


August of 1884 the Sun­ 
set Telephone Co. installed a 
tiny primitive switchboard in 
the Gordon block. From then 
on, 
phone 
communication 
was no longer limited to such 
single circuits as was adver­ 
tised 
in 
1882 by Iverson s 
Wood and Coal Yard at E and 
Second streets, boasting that

Gieske's Grocery at B and 
Second streets.

Early growth of the phone 
was slow. Initially th e exchange 
was a man and wife deal with 
J. S. Armstrong in charge and 
his wife Rose as operator. Three 
years after founding of the ex­ 
change 
only 18 phones 
had 
gone into service. 
In 
1886 
the 
num ber 
of 
phones had reached 30 but then 
the novelty wore off and the 
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following 
year saw only 
18 
phones in service and it was 
1891 before the 30 mark was 
reached. Business didn’t really 
pick up until 1895 when the 
number jumped from 40 to 106. 
Meanwhile in 1885 a separate 
phone cable was laid under the 
Golden Gate and it was no 
longer necessary to share the 
telegraph cable. 


The same year saw found­ 
ing of the North Pacific Coast 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
in San Rafael to build a 65- 
mile network linking up with 
Bolinas, Olema. Point Reyes 
Station and Lighthouse, To- 
coloma Station and Tomales. 
This company was bought out 
in 1891 by Sunset which later 
became Pacific Telephone. 


Phenomenal Increase carried 
the 
total 
num ber of phones 
from 221 in 1900 to well over 
1.000 in 1910. 
In 1939 there 
were 7,032 phones and the 
number has more than doubled 
every 10 years to reach today’s 
total in excess of 34,000 instal- 
| lations. 
The original San Rafael mag­ 
neto system 
which 
required 
cranking was replaced by bat­ 
tery system, where the sub­ 


scriber only lifted the receiver. 
But the big change cam© in 
two jumps, with automatic dial 
system May 18, 1952, and dial­ 
ing of Bay Area calls by local 
one and two-party subscribers 
June 14, 1953. 
Nationwide direct distance 
dialing followed in May of 1957, 
bringing more than 30 million 
phones across the country with­ 
in dialing range. 


Miller said that Pacific Tel­ 
ephone employs 346 persons 
locally with a payroll 
last 
year of $1,826,000. 


Another measure of the im~ 
portanee of the phone co m p an y 
as a local business is th e city 
and county taxes on p ro p e rty 
owned within San Rafael. 
In 
the 1958-59 fiscal year, accord­ 
ing 
to 
Miller, 
these 
taxes 
amounted to $254.300 — a 44 
per cent increase from 1954-55.

San Rafael Moves Sensibly 
Toward Airport For Morin 


W e 're happy som eone is making a 
sensible and concerted approach to the 
problem of getting an airport for Marin 
County. 
The supervisors botched the 
job. 
t h e y m erely put it on the ballot 
a n d left it there to die. making no at­ 
te m p t to encourage its passage. 
N ow it looks like San Rafael City 
Council is taking a m ore realistic ap­ 
proach. 
T o begin with, they are unanimously 
behind the project. They have author­ 
ized the m a y o r to call a meeting of inter­ 
ested persons to “ reactivate'' the airport 
proposal. 
Y o u will re m e m b e r that the voters 
overw helm ingly tu rn ed down a bond 
issue fo r construction of a county air­ 
p o rt in the tidelands off Pt. San Quen­ 
tin. 
W e believe they turned it down 
because 
they h adn't been convinced 
eith er of the need o r the desirability and 
advantages of such an installation. 
W e think argum ents in favor of such 
an a irp o rt are both persuasive and sen­ 
sible. The problem that San Rafael offi­ 
cials and the other project sponsors face 
is g e ttin g these argum ents out to the 
public. 


This is no small job. One of the rea­ 
sons for failure last time was that 
although there was a hard-working com­ 
mittee, they were too few and had too 
little backing, either financial or physi­ 
cal. We are happy to see that most of 
them are still fighting. This time they 
have more support. 
Another reason for failure last time 
was in trying to rush the project too 
fast. We hope that this time the city— 
and we hope the county too— will work 
with enough time to adequately prepare 
their case and present it to the people. 
We don't at this writing know how 
the >*oposed airport will be financed. 
Probably its sponsors don't know either. 
They shouldn t. That, as well as other 
details need to be carefully worked out. 
So they're not talking about building 
a new airport next year—or if they are 
they shouldn’t be. An airport is a vital 
necessity of the future. At the preesnt 
time we have an ideal location and an 
opportunity 
to work out 
a 
proper 
facility. 
We should move slowly and carefully 
toward its realization — but we must 
keep moving.

PARIS UP — The military 
command structure of t h e 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization consists of nine major 
commands divided i n t o 44 
subcommands. 
All are bossed by a 15-na­ 
tion Political Council in which 
each m ember has an absolute 
veto. 
Tiny Iceland, for example, 
can veto a decision by the 14 
other member nations, includ­ 
ing the United States, t h e 
United Kingdom and France. 
The only way the NATO na­ 
tions can get around such a 
veto is by agreem ents outside 
the NATO structure. 
Further, within the NATO 
military organization itself a 
senior officer from one na­ 
tion cannot give a direct or­ 
der to a junior officer from 
another. He can only request 
his cooperation. 


NATO EXERCISES no di­ 
rect command over any troops 
or any air forces in peacetime. 
While troops and aircraft are 
assigned to NATO operations, 
direct control is retained by 
the various nations. In time 
of war each nation has to de­ 
cide for itself w hether to re­ 
lease forces to NATO opera­ 
tional control. 
While NATO is hailed as a 
great cooperative enterprise 
it sometimes falls short of its 
goal. 
For example, NATO is de­ 
pendent upon the separate in­ 
telligence services of the 15 
participating nations for in­ 
formation on w hat the Soviets 
are doing. NATO has no or­ 
ganic, operating intelligence 
service of its own. 
The NATO suprem e com­ 
mander. U.S. Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad, relies chiefly on U.S. 
military sources for intelli­ 
gence 
information. 
He 
is 
briefed regularly by the U.S. 
European 
command 
intelli­ 
gence officer who draws on 
the sources of the A r m y , 
Navy, Air Force, Central In­ 
telligence 
Agency 
and 
em­ 
bassy military attaches. 


NORSTAD \V E A R S t w o 
hats. He is Allied supreme 
commander and commander 
of the U.S. forces. If the su­ 
preme 
com m ander 
were 
a 
non-American he would have 
to rely on his own nation’s in­ 
telligence services. Why? A 
U.S. intelligence officer ex­ 
plained: 
“Each nation is pretty jeal­ 
ous of its intelligence service. 
They give some information 
to NATO but there is always 
a tendency to hold something 
back.” 
A high ranking French of­ 
ficer said it was “ three or four 
days before I received a re­ 
port on the 1956 Hungarian 
uprising through NATO chan­ 
nels.” He commands an im­ 
portant segment of the NATO 
forces. 
Under the NATO command 
structure over-all authority is 
invested in the 15-nation Polit­ 
ical 
Council 
which 
has an 
elaborate headquarters in Par­ 
is. All decisions by the Coun­ 


cil must be unanimous. 


ONCE T H E C O U N C I L 
makes a decision, orders are 
passed through a secretariat 
to 
the 
military committee, 
which has permanent head­ 
quarters in Washington, 3,000 
rniles away. 
This committee has a sort 
of 
executive 
subcommittee 
which then passes the orders 
along to Supreme Headquar­ 
ters, Allied Forces, Europe 
(SHAPE) which is located just 
outside Paris, about 20 miles 
from where the original de­ 
cision was made. 
Implementation 
o f 
t h e 
Council’s decisions by SHAPE 
involves a plea for cooper­ 
ation. SHAPE cannot just go 
out and order things done. 
In theory NATO is founded 
upon the principle that an at­ 
tack upon one is an attack 
upon all. Still, each nation re­ 
tains the right to say whether 
an attack upon one really is 
an attack upon all. 


FIELD MARSHAL L o r d 
Montgomery, once Britain's 
top representative to NATO, 
has characterized the NATO 
command structure as “cum­ 
bersome and grossly o v e r ­ 
staffed.” 
There is scant doubt, by the 
way, that the bulk of Europe's 
present defenses are provided 
by the United States. 
The United States currently 
has 330.000 soldiers in West­ 
ern Europe, 150.000 of whom 
are classified as combat troops 
The rest are involved in staff 
work, logistics and commun­ 
ications. 
The U.S. Air Force has some 
115,000 men in Europe, along 
with around 1.100 aircraft, ac­ 
cording to an educated guess. 
Actual 
aircraft figures are 
classified. 


ADDED TO ALL these men 
are 271,000 U.S. servicemen's 
dependents. Thus the number 
of Americans directly connect­ 
ed with military operations in 
Europe 
is 
around 
716.000 
men, women and children. 
This lack of a strong Eu­ 
ropean contribution to NATO 
admittedly has irritated some 
U.S. officers, an irritation that 
appears only in private con­ 
versations. 
The question is: What can 
be done about it? Nobody has 
come forward with the an­ 
swer yet.

PHILADELPHIA UP — What 
prompted Kyrlo Czupirczuk to 
kill two men and wound five 
others? His words and actions 
indicate a persecution complex 
motivated the tragedy. 
The 51-year-old displaced 
Ukrainian and former mental 
patient went berserk yesterday 
and fired volley after volley 
aimlessly from a shotgun and 
an automatic pistol into a home 
for the aged. He shouted in his 
native tongue: “ The Commun­ 
ists and Bolsheviks are trying 
to kill me. I have to defend 
myself.” 
His wife was quoted as say­ 
ing that Kyrlo had told her he 
had overheard the elderly resi­ 
dents of the uptown home for 
the 
aged 
plotting 
to 
raise 
$1,000 to hire a Chicago killer 
to get him. 
Czupirczuk’s second-floor 
apartment overlooks one side 
of the uptown home. The build­ 
ings are separated by an alley. 
He sprayed bullets into the 
home while some 125 of the 
180 residents were finishing 
breakfast. 
“ Only an act of God pre­ 
vented this tragedy from being 
a massacre.” said Mrs. Ruth 
Gerhart, supervisor of nurses 
at the home. 
Czupirczuk was wounded by 
police when he refused to give 
himself up. He was reported in 
critical condition today. 
During World War II, Czu­ 
pirczuk .joined the Ukrainian 
Revolutionary B r i g a d e and 


fought with the Nazis against 
the Russians in the historic bat­ 
tle of Rostov. 
Philadelphia police said that 
he had complained to them 38 
times that the Russians were 
out to kill him by radiatioh. 
Officials said he had written 
threatening letters to President 
Eisenhower and followed this 
with a visit to Washington last 
Jan. 21. 
Because 
of these 
actions, 
Czupirczuk was given a sanity 
hearing. He was committed to 
St. Elizabeth’s H o s p i t a l in 
Washington where he remain­ 
ed 94 days. 
On May 6 he was sent to 
Philadelphia because as a non­ 
resident of the District of Col­ 
umbia he could not be treated 
at St. Elizabeth’s indefinitely. 
He was examined here but not 
committed to a mental institu­ 
tion.

Do you remember what it 
feels like to pick up a sound 
asleep child? 
His little body 
is limp and floppy. You must I 
hold up his head for him, his | 
legs hang down, you must ga-; 
ther up his arms, or they drag 
too. Then perhaps you remem­ 
ber how' it feels when he wakes 
up in your arms. Suddenly he 
is limp no longer. 
Hq holds j 
up his own head and arms and 
legs as well. Instead of a sack 
of meal in your arms you have 
| a w iggly child. 
His muscles 
; are once again taunt and do 
! what he wants them to do. 
The difference between the 
limp relaxation of sleep and 
the tense muscles of being 
awake is due to what we call 
muscle tone. All the time dur­ 
ing life the muscles are using 
food and oxygen, how' much 
they use varies a lot. 
During 
sleep they use the least of all 
and during very vigorous exer­ 
cise they use the most. There 
are all sorts of gradations in 
between. The harder a muscle 
| works the more food and oxy- 
1 gen it uses up. 
Alwrays when 
a muscle works it produces 
heat—this is the heat that 
keeps our bodies warm. 
During sleep muscles relax, 
use little food and produce rel­ 
atively little heat. Therefore 


the body has tendency to cool 
down during sleep. A tempera­ 
ture that is quite comfortable 
to be awake in is not comfort­ 
able to sleep in unless we help 
out the body by preserving the 
heat that it makes in its relax­ 
ed sleeping condition. That’s 
why it's necessary to throw a 
blanket over a child who falls 
asleep on the couch or in his 
playpen. 


If you don’t cover him up 
and help him keep the small 
amount of heat his muscles are 
'generating he will become chill­ 
ed. You will find his hands and 
feet becoming bluish and cold. 
; If he gets quite cold he will be- 
: gin to shiver. This is nature's 
way of making his muscles 
work to warm him up. 
At the 
other 
e x t r e m e 
muscles sometimes work so 
hard in vigorous exercise that 
the body becomes too warm. 
Then nature pulls out another 
of her tricks. She makes the 
youngster sweat. The evapora­ 
tion of the sweat cools the body 
dowm. 
We want to go along with na­ 
ture and help her out when­ 
ever we can. Cover a sleeping 
child (or adult, too, for that 
matter) and take off as many 
clothes as possible wdien
